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SAILING SHIP’S LONG VOYAGE. 
To all voyages, however protracted they may be, 
there is an end, and we can well imagine that 
those Portuguese mariners who form the crew. of 
the old iron barque Albatroz are heartily glad to 
have at last reached their desired haven, St. Paul 
de Loanda. The weary voyage of this old 
French-built packet, and the vicissitudes which 
i|haye befallen her during the last six months, 
‘}form a telling example of the possiiities of 
! delay which the sailing ship may have to contend 
with. The Albatroz sailed from Lisbon “on 
Sept. 19 last, bound for the West Coast of Africa, 
She arrived at her destination on April 29. Tt 
will thus be seen that on a passage which a 
steamer might have done in a fortnight this old 
wind-jammer has taken over seven months, Un- 
favourable winds, tropical detention, and the 
necessity of calling at Rio Janeiro to replenish 
her water supplies were responsible. : 

After she left Lisbon in September last nothing 
was heard of the barque until she was 99 
days out, and it was then that she was spoken 
by the British steamer IJnchanga one degree 
south of the Line. The crew of the Albatroz 
were then short of provisions, and the captain of 
the baryue, who boarded the Inchanga, reported 
tkat he had been in the vicinity of the Equator 
for two months, trying in vain to beat his way to 
the eastward. Acting the part of the Good 

Samaritan, the Inchanga supplied the sailer with 
rice, peas, and preserved beef. This was on 
Dec. 28. On Feb. 1 the barque put into Rio 
Janeiro for water. Arriving on the first day of 
the month, she quietly remained at the Brazilian 
port until the end of February, and then put to 
sea again, still with the voyage to St. Paul’ de 
Loanda to complete. The eastward run across 
the South Atlantic occupied just 60 days, and

All hope for the safety of the suétion dredgér Walrus 
has been abandoned. She is now nearly 100 days out 
from Durban, and even should she still be afloat, ber 
crew must long since have been starved, and her coal 
supplies completely austed. Having been bought in ” 
South Africa for the Geelong Harbout Trust, the vessel Sp 
sailed from Durban on Ang. 13 for Geelong, via Western | ~ 
Australia, with 653 tons of coal and a stock of pro- 
visions sufficient to maintain her crew of 23 hands for : 
60 days, Just before commencing the voyage the master a 
intimated his intention of following the course of = 
latitude 29 8., and to make for Fremantle or Albany to 
replenish supplies of coal and food. Since leaving 
Durban, however, the Walrus bas not been spoken or 

reported. Under ordinary conditions the little vessel 
should have reached Western Australia within 50 days. 
This period expired several weeks ago. Taken in con- 
nection with the loss of the dredger Octopus, which was 
also bought from the Natal Government by the Geelong 
Harbour Trust; and which sprang a leak a few hours 
‘after leaving Darban on Oct. 13, and was abandoned, 
three lives being sacrificed, an opinion is expressed in 
shipping circles generally that dredgera of the Walrus 
and Octopus class were never intended for a long sea’ 
voyage, and that they should have been prevented from 
sailing from South Africa for Australia.
